THE SOCIALIST RECONSTRUC- 
TION OF MOSCOW and OTHER 
CITIES IN THE U. S. S. R.—By 
L. M. Kaganovich (Co-operative 
Publishing Society, Moscow). 


This important book reviews pre- 
sent accomplishments and traces 
both the broad and specific pre- 
blems of constructing and recons- 
tructing socialist cities in their 
relation to the whole of Soviet 
economy. The city, as stated in the 
Party resolution on Kaganovich’s 
report, is to be transformed “from 
a supplementary means of exploit- 
ing the laboring masses into an 
organization for satisfying their 
material and cultural require- 
ments.” To do this, the antagonism 
of city and county must be, and is 
being broken down, as Marx, En- 
gels, and Lenin pointed out, by 
identifying the interests of rural 
and urban populations, through the 
medium of cooperative labor effort 
by city worker and peasant toward 
the goal of common good. 

To bring all this about is a tre- 
mendous task, but no one need to 
be frightened because of it.

THE LOST SQUADRON—Orpheum 
Theater. 


This is a picture of “stunt fly- 
ing.” As such, it is drawing thrill 
hungry to the Orpheum. 
But it has, interwoven in spectacu- 
lar “shots” of aviators plunging to 
fiery deaths, a definite propaganda 
viewpoint. 

Firstly, it tells its audience, “You 
can't keep a good man down.”

Well, take a look at these ex- 
army flyers, without a dime in their 
pockets, but soon to bust through 
to glory and a bank account. 

Secondly, it suggests—and 
too subtly at that—that the recent

gallantry, heroism and self-sacrifice 
(and where do you suppose?) among 
the officers! “Not a war picture,” 
says the publicity blurbs in front of 
the theater. BUT THEY LIE. 

Conscious of the growing disil- 
lusionment with capitalism among 
millions, the picture makes a feeble 
attempt at “social criticism,” but it 
is weak and misleading. Example: 
An ex-war aviator is swindled—not 
by the American imperialist gov- 
ernment, however, but by a crook- 
ed partner. 

There’s a_ pot-shot, too, at the 
movie directors who force stunt 
fliers to take terrific risks in old, 
inefficient planes, and who lock 
upon a few crashes and three or

the defective materialism of Her- 
bert Spencer that was so welcomed 
by English nineteenth century in- 
dustrialism, because his distortion 
of Darwinism afforded the indus- 
trialist a “scientifically moral’ jus- 
tification of a capitalist rapacity. 
The victim of disease and starva- 
tion thus had no one to blame but 
himself, -because his exploitation 
and ultimate death proved him one 
who must fall by the rule of the 
survival of the fittest. 
washing philosophy Jones applied 
to economic struggle in the wheat 
country by attempting to demons- 
trate that the individual's inability 
to survive proves his tnnate un- 
fitness to live. To particularize: 
Rotten meat that would kill a man 
will fatten a maggot: ergo, the 
maggot is superior to man. Such 
is the reasoning of this magnificent 


“scientific” morality. This whole 
thing is epitomized in Jones’ de- 


claration that “In conquering na- 
ture, man was helping her better 
than he knew. He was helping her 
to weed the wheat from the wheat- 
lands.” Lester Adams was weak 
then; made himself unfit for 
Creston by seeking knowledge at 
the state university. Nettle- 
ship was weak; her life 
in frantic search for an existence

more complete than offered by 
farm drudgery. That was nature 


weeding the weak from the wheat- 
lands, 

The novel illustrates another 
fundamental aspect in Jones’ social 
philosophy, He fails to orient the 
wheat farmer toward any economic 
situation other than his immediate 
own. Creston is an isolated frag- 
ment within which the author sees 
no stratification of secial classes, 
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But Hollywood is careful to make 
its point: Von Furst, the villain- 
director, with his ridiculous pom- 
posity, his fiendish treatment of his 
stunt-fliers, is not one of Holly- 
wood's “reputable” dtrectors, but 
is a hireling of an INDEPENDENT 
film concern. i.

KILLING TO LIVE,—Soviet Sound

“Killing to Live” is a valuable 
and instructive document on wild 
animal life. Its stark and simple 
theme is the survival of the fittest 
and the struggle for existence.
